The Post-Office Inspectors have within the 
past few days unearthed a new and entirely 
novel scheme by which Uncle Sam's Postal 
Department is believed to have been con- 
fidenced out of a large sum of money. 

Three men are said to have been impli- 
cated in the unique scheme. One of 
them, H. L. Scott, was arrested last 
evening, and after spending the 
night in custody of a Deputy 
Marshal In a down-town hotel, this morning 
gave bona before United States Commissioner 
Crawford for his future appearance. Charies 
H. Mekeel of the Mekeel Stamp and Printing 
Co., 1007 Locust streot, is also wanted, but is 
gaid to be in New York, The Federal author- 
ities there have been notined by telegraph 
and expect to arrest him to-day. Mekeel is 
Scott’s employer, and a warrant for the two 
was issued this morning. The authorities 
refuse to divuige the name of the third man 
wanted, but he is belleved to be a post- 
master of a small Lilinois town. 

Nothing of a similar naturetothe present 
alleged swindle has ever come tothe notice 
ot the post-office inspectors before, and they 
appear uncertain as to the proper manner in 
which to handle it. They refuse absolutely 
to give out ‘any information regarding the 


case or to confirm or deny any of the facts in 
the case. 

A reporter this morning saw the warrant 
~“bgainst Mekeel and Scott, but the exact 
charge placed against them 
mot be ascertained, nor would the 


officials state it. They are probably charged 
With conspiracy to defraud. From other 
sources the nature of the case was ascer-

THE FLEZING WOMAN FOUND REFUGE 
IN THE MAYOR'S ANTE-ROOM. 


Sorgt. McGrew Arrests Williams After a 
Lively Etruggle—The Brutal Husband 
Locked Up at the Four Courts — Me- 
Grew’s Story of the Affair—A Family 
Disagreement. 


John Williams, alias John Moran, created 
quite a commotion in front of the City Hall 
on Eleventh street, about 10:30 o’clock this 
morning by assaulting his young wife and 
threatening to stab her with a pocket knife. 

They were standing near the doorway at 
the foot of the stairway which leads up to the 
Mayor’s office on the second floor. Suddenly 
he was seen to draw back and strike her with 
his fist. She staggered slightly and moved 
into the doorway, and as Williams started 
after her to strike again she ran up the flight 
of steps and into the ante-room of the 
Mayor’s office, where Sergt. McGrew was 
sitting. 

She knew the Sergeant and immediately 
appealed to him for protection, 

He asked her what was the matter, and 
upon being informed of the assault he seized 
his bat and rushed down the stairs, 

M’GREW ARRESTS WILLIAMS. 

**Then,’’ saidthe Sergeant, in telling his 
part of the story, ‘‘l saw Williams, for I 
knew him, just as he was inthe act of com- 
ingupthesteps. I walked up to bim and 
said ‘stand back, John, and consider your- 
self under arrest.’ 

** On, I guess not,’ said he. 

** “Well, I guess, yes,’ said 1, and I grabbed 
him by the coat collar. He struck at me 
and I let bim have one on the jaw. He 
jerked away from me and was preparing to 
come back wher Mike Howard, Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the House of Delegates, came run- 
ning up and jumping in front of Willlams 
shouted: 

Hold on there—you; if you strike that 
man In kill you.’ _ 

told Mike to leave me alone, as I would 
give the loafer all he wanted, but Mike 
wouldn’t have it that way and began pulling 
up his sleeves. 

***What did he do?“ he asked. 

„Beat bis wife,’ I said. 

Oh, then, just let me at him,’ said Mike. 

**I pacified him, and then we both grabbed 
Willlams by the arms and marched him over 
to the Four Courts. I preferred two charges 
against him, one for assault and one for re- 
sisting an officer. I did not Uke to prefer 
| thelatter charge, but when 1 considered 
that he was a young man of 30 and I was over 
60 1 thought I would just give him tue full 
benefit of the law.’’ 

SAYS WILLIAMS IS A LOAFER. 

Sergt. McGrew went onto say that he had 
known the fellow for some time, that he was 
a bum, a loafer and good for nothing. He 
had also known his wife before she married 


him, her name being Mary Jane McEnany. 

‘They have no children,’’ he continued, 
„and he is a worthless feliow, doing nothing 
for her support. 

**Did be attempt to stab you?’’ . 

He had a small pocket knife in his hand, 
butI did not notice what he did with it. 
His wife told me he rushed at her with it.“ 

MIKE HOWARD’S STORY. 

Mike Howard’s story was that he was just 
going up-stairs to attend the extra meeting 
of the House of Delegates, when he saw 
there was some excitement at the doorway, 
and rushing in, found Sergt. McGrew and an 
unknown man squared off at each other. 

‘*‘I would have punched his head off if he 
had struck the Sergeant,’’ said Howard. 
In fact, I would have given him one any- 
way if the Sergeant had said the word.’’ 

Mr. Beverly Sturgeon also witnessed the 
encounter and tells substantially the same 
story as above. He and Howard will ap- 
pear against Williams as witnesses. 

The immediate cause of the quarrel be- 
tween Wiilliamsand his wife is not known, 
but some family troubles led to it. He was 
locked up in the holdover.

A Story of a Secret Marriage May

EXPLAINING WHY HE COULD NOT KEEP 
AIs PROMISE TO MISS POLLARD. 


Controversy Among Counsel Over the 
Admission of Sister Ocecilia’s Tegti- 
mony— Witness in Doubt on the Ques- 
tion of Identity—Was Plaintiff an In- 
mate cf Norwood Asylum?—Defendant 
Growing Nervous. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 14. — The next 
surprise in the Pollard-Breckinridge. case 
may be delayed until the prosecution is 
through with its witnesses and the defense 
presents its side of the scandal and lays be- 
fore the court and jury the claims upon 
which it asks the acquittal of the distin- 
guished defendant. 

Attorney Thompson on the opening day 
of the trial declined to state the case of the 
defense to the jury at the completion of the 
addresg of Miss Pullard’s leading counsel, 
saying that he would defer this presentation 
until the defense rested. 

Since yesterday a ramor has been gaining 
credence that Attorney Thompson’s address 
wlll be the next sensation inthe case. This 
idea is based on the assertion that he will 
allege that his client was married to his 
present wife at the time he told Mrs. 
Blackburn and Chief of Police Moore he was 
going to marry Miss Pollard, and will 
make good this claim by placing Mr. Breck- 
inridge on the stand to swear that he was 
secretly married to Mrs. Wing a éonsiderable 
time before the public marriage in Kentucky. 
It is understood that Mr. Breckinridge will 
put the date of the secret marriage back to 
about the time of the promises made to Miss 
Pollard in the presence of witnesses. 

When the trial opened to-day Miss Pollard 
was again in the court-room, sitting nearly 
in front of Col, Breekinridge, with only tho 
austere-faced Sister from the House of Refuge 
beside her, her other unknown: friend being 
for the first time absent. 

The defendant appears to be growing ner- 
vous and is much more excitable than onthe 
opening day of the trial. His nerves will be 
put to a severe strain wen he takes the 
witness stand, for if the puolic have an inti- 
mation of the time, there will not de an inch 
of empty space in the court- room when 
Breckinpidge’ s name is called. 

A QUESTION OF IDENTITY. 

The testimony of Sister Cecelia of Pueblo, 
Oolo., formerly Superior of the Nor- 
wood Asylum, near Cincinnati! was resumed. 
Replying to Attorney Carlisie’s questions she 
said that ut had a wood héiory for numes 
but a poor one for faces. she eouid not 
affirm positively that Miss Pollard had 
been an inmate of the Norwood con- 
vent, nor could she say that she had not. 

A dispute arose detween counsel over the 
question of admission as evidence of the wit- 
nesses’ opinion of the identity of the young 
woman. 

Judge Bradley said that if the question as 
propounded was intended to elicit the opin- 
ion of witnesses as to the identity of the 
plaintif! with a certain person who was at 
the asylum at a certain time it was compe- 
tent; if it was intended to show that the wit- 
ness, from things she had subsequently 


learned had become convinced that the 
plaintiff hae at some time been an inmate of 
the asylum, it was incompetent. 

The plaintiff’s counsel reserved an excep- 
tion tothe court’sruiing and then frameda 
alfferent 8 asking: 

What is your opinion as tothe identity of 
the plaintif® witha ＋ 2 in your asylum in 
May, June and July, 1888? 

Which was also overruled, another excep- 
tion noted and followed by the question: 

„What is your Delief as to whether the 
plaintiff was in your asylam during these 
months?’

Mr. Carlisle inquired whether any patients 
in the asylummnadibeen in the habit of veiling 
themselves, to which the sister replied:

The Man Was a Next-Door Neighbor Ar- 
rested for Disturbing the Peace—He 
Was Let Out While Mr. Mulvinili 
Awaited His Oase in the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court. 


Assistant Oity Attorney Thomas EB. Mulvi- 
hill called at the Third District Police station 
at noon to-day ina very indignant frame of 
mind. He wanted to know why a freman 
named Rudolph Homan, who had been ar- 
rested last evening for disturbing 
the peace, had not deen sent 
to the Second District Police 
Court for trial this morning and why the 
police officials usurped his prerogative as 
prosecuting attorney in dismissing a case 
without even consulting him. 

Homan is connected with Engine company 
No. 7 and lives with his wife and 
mother-in-law at No, 1422 Hogan 
street. Mr. Mulvihill lives at 1424 
Hogan street, aud so has a good chance of 
making a Case against ‘Homan when he 
breaks the law, according to the stories of 
the neighbors. Homan has been drunk for two 
or three days, and during that time he is al- 
loged to have created a terrible disturbance 
at home by beating and cursing 
his young kItalian wife, whom he 
married five months ago, and 
her mother, who is said to have spent $500 in 
fittingupthe house they lived in when they 
started housekeeping, and by furthersmash- 
ing up all the furniture, tearing the lace 
curtains from the Windows and creating a 
terrible disturbance generally. This has 
deen going on, it is said, for two or three 
days, ana during this time, it is said, a crowd 
was often attracted outside the house by his 
ravings. 

SENT FOR AN OFFICER. 

Yesterday afternoon, unable to stand his 
abuse longer, Mrs. Homan sent for a police- 
man. Officer Haggerty responded in time to 
see Homan pulling the lace curtains from the 


windows. He arrested him and took him to 
the Third District station, where he was 
locked up. When Mr. Muivihill came 
to supper his family told 
the trouble, and he remarked 
that he would give the man his deserts in 
court this morning. Imagine his surprise on 
glancing over his docket to-day to find that 
the name of Rudolph Homan did not appear 
thereon. He questioned Officer Haggerty, 
who was in court, about the matter, and he 
said he supposed it might be because Mrs. 
Homan had gone to the station and an- 
nounced that she would not prosecute. 

When Mr. Mulvibill heard this he was mad. 
After court adjourned he went to the station 
and demanded to know why the case had not 
been sent tothe Police Court. He was told 
because there was no prosecution, 


MR. MULVIHILL’S WRATH. 

‘*Is that so?’’ said the irate official. ‘‘ Well, 
that's a pretty fix. Do my folks have to be 
be insulted by a drunkard be- 
cause his wife won't prosecute him? 


Officer Haggerty could have made a case 
against him as he saw him tear the curtains 
from the windows and it he couldn't we could 
have gotten plenty of witnesses that would. 
That man didn’t only disturb his wife’s 
peace, he disturbed the peace of the whole 
neighborhood and therefore I in- 
bist that he bould have been sent 
to the Folſee Court, It is not the province 
of the Police Department to decline to send a 
man to the Police Court when he has been ar- 
rested under such circumstances.’’ 

Mr. Muivihill seemed to think he escaped 
because he was a fireman and had influence, 
but this Sergt. King of the Third District in- 
dignantly denies. ‘‘When his wife refused 
to prosecute, said the Sergeant, we 
turned bim out because there was no charge 
on which to hold him. If sr. Mulvihill had 
come and preferred a charge or if anybody 
else had, we would have sent him to court, 
but as we didn’t have him this morning, we 
couldn’t send him.’’

IT WILL FAI. 
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Labouchere’s Amendment Not Ac- 
cepted by Rosebery’s Ministry. 


His Proposition to Abolish the Lords 
Couched in Too Ambiguous Terms, 


A NEW ADDRESS TO BE SUBMITTED BY 
THE CABINET TO THE COMMONS. 


The Government Not Yet R-ady to Follow 
the Advice ofthe Radical Leader—But 
the Upper Chamber Must Be Shorn of 
Some of its Power—Labouchere Ex- 
plains thse Purpose of His Amend- 
ment. 


LONDON, March 14.—When the House of 
Commons met to-day Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
leader of the Government in the Commons, 
announced that the Government had decided 
to move the rejection ofthe amended address 
in reply to the Queen’s speech, when it is put 
from the chair, and to substitute another 
short address. 

The Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, the Conserva- 
tive leader in the House, and the Rt. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Unionist leader, 
assured the Government of their support in 
this matter, but Mr. Chamberlain adaed 
that yesterday’s proceedings showed it was 
time that the Government asked thelr con- 
stituents for a fresh mandate. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere, the Radical leader, 
said that the amendment to abolish the veto 
power ofthe House of Lords, which. was 
passed yesterday by a vote of 147 to 145, was 
not intended as a vote of want of confidence 
in the Government, but it was intended to 
quicken their action in the execution of what 
the majority of its supporters in the country 
demanded. 

Mr. Labouchere added that the Radicals 
were satisfied that the majority of yesterday 
evening was the best they were likely to get, 
and therefore they would not oppose a sub- 
stitute for the address. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 

The House of Commons was densely 
crowded when Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt an- 
nounced that the Government proposed to 
move the rejection of the amended 
address. During the course of his 
remarks the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
said that it was a proceeding 
for which the Government made themselyes 
responsible. They could not formally pre; 
sent the sovereign with a document for which 
they were not prepared to accept the entire 
responsibility. The avowed object of the 
amendment incorporated into the address 
Was to ralse a definite form of action to be 
taken by the House of Commons in resisting 
the action of the House of Lords. The Gov-

Sir Willlam added that he had stated yes- 
terday that the Government proposed to op- 
pose Mr. Balfour’s doctrine that the House 
of Commons was to be subject to the con- 
trol of the House of Lords (renewed cheer- 
ing.) The Government was not prepared to 
follow Mr. Labouchere’s advice and create 
500 new peers. In order to make the Govern- 
ment directly responsible, he, Sir William, 
would himself move a new address, as the 
ainendments were disposed ofand the pres- 
= pea negatived. (Cheers and laugh- 
er. 

Mr. Balfour denied he had ever said that 
the House of Lords should control the House 
of Commons, and called attention to the fact 
that ninety Unionists yesterday evening sup- 
ported the Government against thirty Glaa- 
stonians, who voted in opposition to the 
Government. ö 

THE SUBSTITUTE PASSED. 

Finally, after much discussion and some 
confusion, the House of Commons rejected 
the amended address in reply to the Queen’s 
speech and passed the address substituted 
by Sir William Harcourt.

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


How the Upper Chamber of the British 
Parliament May Be Abolished. 

The action of the Commons yesterday in 
passing Labouchere’s amendment to the ad- 
dress in reply to the Queen’s speech in ef- 
fect addsa plank to the political platform 
of the Liberal party and pledges the Rosebery 
Cabinet, should it accept the amendment, 
to propose legisiatlon abolishing the House 


of Lords. The Chamber of Peers is 
the one conspicuous relic of feudal 

ism remaining in the British Isles. 
It la a relic of feudal- 
ism because it Gescends to the present day 
practically intact from the time when barons 
ruled the realm, and when there were three 
estates, the King, the Lords and the Church, 
as against the present day, when there is but 
one estate—the people. It must be clearly 
borne in mind that there isa vast difference 
between a proposition toabolish the House 
of Lords and a proposition to abolish titles of 
nobility. The former would bein England a 
great constitutional Dut aslight practical 
change, while the latter would be a change 
of enormous significance and practical im- 


port. 

There is only one constitutional method by 
which the House of Lords can be abolished, 
and that is through an affirmative vote of 
the House of Lords itself. It cannot be 
legally abolished. or amended without its 
own consent. But there is a perfectly legal 
and practical methud whereby that consent 
may be compelled. That is through the 
creation of new peers. There is no limit to 
the peerage, which may be expanded in- 
definitely untilever? man be made a peer. 
A peerage is valuable because of its rarity, 
and ifthe number of péers were doubled ‘at 
once the value of the title in existence would 
fall more than 50 percent in social estima- 
tion and power. 

Ine power to create peers belongs theo- 
retically to the crown, but really to the 
House of Commons, The Government can 
make as many noblemen as it likes, and 
scores of the men who sat in the House of 
Lords and voted against the home rule bill 
were raised to the peerage or advanced in 
dignity by Mr. Gladstone. If the peers can 
mustera majority of 300 against a bill to 
abolish the House of Lords the Government 
can send 400 men inthereto outvote them in 
thelrown chamber. These new peers would 
not by any means be cutting their own 
throats by voting away their legislative 
powers. The social power which makes titles 
attractive would remain. 

Mr. Labouchere, the radical member who 
forced the amendment to abolish the Lords 
through the Commons yesterday, recently 
explained his plan of abolition inthis way: 
Of two evils we must prefer the lesser. tt 
is a lesser evil that 1,200 citizens should be al- 
lowed to prefix atitie totheir names than 
that 560 should be Invested with titles and 
legislative functions.’’ 

Jpon more than one occasion the Govern- 
ment in times past has swamped the oppos!i- 
of tion the House of Lords by the creation of 
new peers, but not upon any such scale as is 
now proposed. Generally a threat to create 
a large Dumber of new peers has been suff 
cient to compe! the Lords to pass any meas- 
ure desired, for the Lords themselves are the 
last persons who desire tosee the peerage 
enlarged, with the consequent cheapening of 
their own titles. 

But the Lords have never given up any priv- 

llege without a struggle. Their whole histo- 
ry for several centuries is one long record of 
struggle and surrender to the growing power 
of the Commons and the people. But now their 
legal existence is all they have to surrender. 
Much as will be said about it, the fact re- 
Mains that the abolition of the House of 
Lords will not affect the value of a title of 
nobility to any material extent. Its value in 
these days is — social, And it 1s 
this pecullar value ofa title of nobility that 
Diaces the mightiest weapon against the 
Lords in the hands of the House ot Com- 
mons. 
„Ihe more advanced section of the Liberal 
(or Government) party is hot for the aboll- 
tion of the Upper House.

It was the rejection of Gladstone’s Irish 
home rule bill by the Peers which gave force 
to the present cry against the upper cham- 
ber. ut their action on other popular 
measures also had much to do with it. The 
employers’ liability bill, for instance, isa 
simple measure, which provides that em- 

loves shalibe paid damages for injuries. 

lany of the Lords are in trade, and this 
measure was obnoxious to them, as well 
asto large employers of labor throughout 
the kingdom, but it was demanded by the 
eople and had much in law and equity in its 
avor. Instead of rejecting the bill outright 
the Lords tacked on an amendment perniit- 
ting the employer to contract with the em- 
ploye. This destroyed the essential princl- 
ple of the bili. 

The parish councils bill is another measure 
which the Lords have amended out of shape 
in the interest of landlords. In its original 
form it took local government practically 
out of the hands of the churchmen, who are 


the clerical ex-officio Chairman of the Ves- 
tries, but the Lords defeated it in the interest 
of ‘‘the Establishment,’’ 

In September the Lords passed a land im- 
provement bill, but its ‘*betterment’’ clause 
was rejected by tue land-ownin as it 
provided that owners of land benefited by 
public improvements should be assessed for 
part ot the cost, as is the custom in this

TO SHOOT THEIR FATHER. 


Sens of Rudolph A. Preyer Found Ly- 
ing in Wait for Him. 


The filing of a divorce petition in the Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday nearly brought on an 
assassination last night, the would-be as- 
sassins being Harry L. and George Dreyer, 
sons of Rudolph A. Dreyer, the accountant, 
who filed the suit.

hen Mr. Dreyer learned of the arrest of 
his sons he visited them at the station.

The sult, Mr. Dreyer claims, is the result of 
a long series of abuses which his wife, who !s 
the stepmother of the three boys, has heaped 
upon him. He says that for a long time he 
was a Victim of the hired girl named Belle 
Roberts, who completely dominated Mrs.

BOLT OF LIGHTNING 


Results in the Burning to Death of Two 
Persons in Alabama.

A storm came up, 
and a bolt of lightning struck their vehicle, 
tearing it to pieces and setting it on fire. 

The woman’s dress caught fire and was 
burned from her body, as were part of the 
man’s clothes, 

It is supposed the lightning only stunned 
them, and the fire completed the work. 
Their charred bodies were found by friends 
late at night. 

The mules attached to the vehicle were not 
injured, and their appearance at home 
caused the search. 


GIVEN TO THE WIDOW. 


Judge Withrow Passes on a Kauighis of 
Father Mathew Insurance Case. : 


Judge Withrow handed down a big batch of 
opinions to-day, and among them was one in 
the case of the Knights of Father Mathew 
against Mary McCarthy and Thomas Mc- 
Carthy. 

In their petition the Knights of Father 
Mathew stated that they were a benevolent 
association which, upon the death of a mem- 
ber, paid $2,000 to whoever the member 
might direct. In this case Daniel McCarthy, 
deceased, was a member in good standing, 
his benefit certificate was made out in favor 
of his brother, Thomas McCarthy, and 
was so recorded. After -makiag the 
certificate’ in favor of nis brother 
the member, Daniel McCarthy, married 


and had the certificate changed so as to be 
in favor of his wife. The brother and the 
wife, however, after Daniel McCarthy’s 
death, could not agree as to who should get 
the money. The society could not actas 
arbitrator, so it asked permission to 
pay the money into court, where the 
two claimants could settle it between them. 
After a jury trial of two or three days a ver- 
dict was founlin favor of the wife, Mary 
McCarthy, and judgment rendered in ac- 
cordance. A motion was then made by Me- 
Carthy to set aside the verdict and finding 
of the jury and orderthe payment of certain 
sumstothe defendant, Thomas McCarthy. 
Judge Withrow overruledthe motions of the 
defendant, MeCarthy, and the judgment 
still stands for the widow. 


NEGRO RIOT. 


Broken Skulls and Broken Furniture at 
Union Hall. 


There was a sinall-sized riot last night at 
Union Hall, 1015 .Lucas avenue,among a 
crowd of negroes in which an immense 
amount of furniture was broken up as well 
as acouple of skulls. Joe Cox, a colored 
man, runs a saloon at this number, 


At night he allows a lot of the **busted’’ 
patrons to sleep in the place. Sometimes he 
has fifty or sixty of these penniless guests. 

In spite of all Cox can do the darkeys are 
often very belligerent and last night with 
more serious results than usual, One of the 
regulars at the place is named Charles 
Williams, He is a big man and 
inclined to de dictatorial. About 11:30 
last night be got into an argument 
with a young F negro 
named ‘‘Bud’’ Pope and made some very 
uncomplimentary remarks in reference to 
**Bud’s’’ parentage. This the latter resent- 
ed with direful results, both to himself, WIII- 
lams, the proprietor, and several others. 

Spoiling for a fight, Williams, when he 
saw that Pope was inclined to 
be pugnacious, picked up a 
chair and laid the persimmon- 
colored darkey hors de combat by a blow 
over the head, consequently breaking the 
chair. A general riot ensued, ‘‘*Poxey’’ 
Hamilton and ‘‘Piker’’ Allen got badly tan- 
gied up and tipped the stove over filled with 
red-hot coals. This only tended to increase 
the heat of the combatants and, fora minute 
or more, bottles, chairs, elubs, lumps of coal 
and what not flew promiscuously around 
the room until finally the appearance of Of- 
ficer Quinlaven puta stop to the melee and 
checked danger of an impending conflagra- 
tion by allowing the proprietor to put out 
the fire. 

Williams and Hamilton were arrested, the 
former having quite a cut over the head. 
Pope was the only one serlously in- 
jured, and he was sent to the 
City Hospital where his skull was found 
to be fractured. He will probably recover. 
Williams was taken to the hospital this 
morning and identified by tne injured man as 
the one who struck him. 

Williams’ head was bandaged up, but he 
insistedon Dr. Marks ‘‘sampling it.’’ The 
doctor refused to do it, and the negro was 
taken back tothe Third District Station feel- 
ing himself a very much aggrieved man.

it might be easy for less adroit managers 
than Maffitt and Salmon to organize, un- 
der favorable circumstances, a new de- 
parture for Missouri Democracy, control 
the disposal of the State nominations 
and substitute Stone and Francis for 
Vest and Cockrell in the Senate—Stone 
to line up the agrarian anti-plutocratic 
elements of the party, and Francis the 
banks, boards of trade and other city 
elements that take their political tips and 
tenets from Wall street. 

But they must now see that Gov. Stone 
cannot be used in this way, and that to 
persist will stampede too many farmers 
into the Populist camp. If they are as wise 
as they have seemed in the past, Messrs. 
Maffitt and Salmon will listen .to Gov. 
Stone and the Democratic press of Mis- 
souri, postpone that convention till July, 
and shelve their little Administration 
project until public sentiment is more pro- 
pitious, or at least less sensitively antag- 
onistic. 


— 
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BAR AND BENCH. 


The proposed submission by the Bar As- 
sociation of lists of names of lawyers from 
which the party conventions may choose 
candidates for the bench can only be ac- 
cepted as a recommendation from a body 
of citizens presumed to be deeply inter- 
ested in the sélection of fit judges. 

The idea that this action would be an at- 

tempt at dictation seems absurd, and such 
an attempt would be foolish, and disas- 
trous in the end to the Bar Association and 
possibly to the bench. It is only fair to 
the members of the Bar Assoviation, who in- 
clude many of the best lawyers in the city, 
to credit them with pure and high motives 
in this move. They undoubtedly intend 
to aid in the preservation of the highest 
standard of fitness in the character and 
acquirements of the judges. But it is well 
for them and for the people to be on guard 
against abuses of the Bar Association’s in- 
fluence in this matter. 
The lawyers as a body are profoundly in- 
terested in securing able and fit judges. 
They are in excellent position to judge of 
the qualifications of their associates who 
may seek judicial honors, Their 
honest opinion may, therefore, be 
of great value to the electors in 
the choice of judges. It may put them on 
their guard against men whose popularity 
might enable them to gain nominations 
without proper consideration of f§tness 
and withoutdeserving them. = 

On the other hand the judgment of law- 
yers as to fitness for the bench cannot al- 
ways bo trusted. The favorites of the bar 
are not invariably the best men for judicia) 
positions or the safest men with whom 
4% intrust the administration of justice, 
on men may’ ul 
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ular candidate upon either party and in 
the free choice of party conventions and 
of the people finally at the polls there 
is ample safeguard against dictation. 

The greatest responsibility in this mat- 
ter rests upon the Bar Association. In 
thus attempting to concentrate and use its 
influence as a body upon party action it 
must take care that this influence is not 
wholly destroyed for good by its abuse. 
Nor should the action of the association be 
regarded by any member as absolving him 
from his duty to do all in his power as a 
citizen to secure the best results in the 


election of judges. 
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A SUPPOSED OPPORTUNITY. 


The so-called ‘‘Democratic workers’’ 
are rejoicing over the promotion of 
Carlisle to the Post-office from the office 
of Recorder of Voters. It is to his credit 
that they are as glad to get a new Recorder 
as they were to see him succeed honest old 
Henry W. Williams, who was appointed 
by Gov. Marmaduke. Before Carlisle got 
the office they blamed Williams for all the 
Republican majorities polled in St. Louis. 
But those Republican majorities became 
larger and more frequent under Carlisle’s 
administration of the office than 
they were under that of Williams, and the 
first men to telegraph congratulations to 
Carlisle over his promotion were two Re- 
publican Congressmen from St. Louis who 
held certificates of election from him. 
Carlisle has given more certificates of elec- 
tion to Republican candidates in the last 
two yearsthan Williams ever did. And 
yet the cuckoo organ is publishing such 
rot as the following: 

One man, and he was an honest man, too, 
filled the office of Recorder of Voters a few 
years ago, and he knew all the methods of 
the Democratic party workers, and he 
watched them like a hawk watches a young 
brood of chicks. But while he was watching 
these Democratic enthusiasts he lost sight of 
the Republican party workers, and the latter 
worked some very shrewd schemes right un- 
der his nose. 

Now it is to be hoped that this sort of 


talk will not influence Gov. Stone to pre- 
fer a Recorder of Voters who may be de- 
pended on to be so intent upon heading off 
Republican election frauds that he can put 
no obstacle in the way of Democratic 
election frauds. Democratic supremacy in 
this city will never be restored by any such 
Recorder. Any man capable of such a 
fraud upon the people can be hired to de- 
fraud his party, and the man who has the 
nerve to try it will be very apt to wind up 
his political career in the penitentiary. 
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THE LABOUCHERE AMENDMENT. 
The adoption of Labouchere’s amend- 
ment to the reply to the Queen’s speech 
came like a clap of thunder in a clear sky. 
It was not expected by either friends or 
foes of the House of Lords, and may be 


‘called snap judgment, taken when the 


Government was not prepared. The vote 
does not indicate the real sentinient of the 
House of Commons, for not more than 
half the members were present, and per- 
haps some means will be found to undo 
the fine work of the picturesque and busy 
Radical. 

Nevertheless the vote shows that the 
Government must be always on guard 
against such surprises. It shows that 
there is a growing and aggressive party 
be nt on destroying the hereditary house, 
and is always on the look out for just such 
opportunities as that of yesterday. When- 
ever they come there will be demonstra- 
tions of hostility from the Radical camp 
and sooner or later definite and extreme 
action will be forced, no matter how 
unwilling the existing Ministry may be. 

In ordinary circumstances and on a full 
vote such a decision against the Govern- 
ment on so vital a question would be fol- 
lowed by the immediate resignation of 
the Cabinet or a dissolution. The amend- 
ment is one which formally calls fora 
fundamental change in the policy of the 
Governmentand is a declaration of ‘‘ want 
of confidence.’’ It remains to be seen, 
however, whether the Liberal leaders will 
take it seriously or only as one of 
**Labby’s practical jokes.“ If they choose 
the latter course they will have to recon- 
sider the amendment and expunge it from 
the reply to the speech from the throne, 
for it would not do to present such a doc- 
ment to the Queen at this time unless 
Rosebery is ready to plunge into radical- 
ism up to his ears. 

But whatever is done the course of British 
politics for the next few weeks is sure 
to be full of interest for Democrats all the 
world over. The Radicals have shown 
that they have the courage of their convic- 
tions and that they are determined to make 
vigorous war on the privileges of the few 
in behalf of the rights of all. The vote is 
the first step in a series of reforms 
essentially economic, designed to emanci- 
pate the industry of Great Britain from 
the despotism of mere wealth. Once get 
rid ot the House of Lords or turn it into a 
popular assembly and the land monopoly 
which is now the chief care of the heredi- 
tary legislators cannot long postpone a 
struggle for existence. This is the real 


question underlying the Radical movement 


in England and nobody undertsands it bet- 
ter than the Lords themselves. 
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telligent, Tt eannot be said that the 
‘commission so far has, deserved much 
praise for any of these virtues. 

Now rar the Brazilian insurrection has 
collapsed after a languorous life of do 
nothing, the question comes up whether 
it was ever anything but a speculation 
with millions in it.

From the Providence Journal, 
The denials of certain 
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early date. I fear 
this will prove to be a mistake. I donot 
think it possible that the conditians would 
become worse by delay. We might reasona- 
bly have hoped, by a little patience and de- 
lay, that the outlook would improve. In my 
judgment the convention ought to have been 
u late one. It then we could have met under 
more favorable auspices and agreed upon a 
platform without a struggle, we would have 
been prepared to wage a sharp, dashing, ag- 
gressive campaign, starting with enthustasm 
and fighting with a harmonious and united 
party. Inthe present state of feeling and 
dissension within our party I look with ap- 
prehension tothe day when the convention 
meets, 

It has come to me that astrong organized 
effort will be made to have the convention 
adopt a resolution unqualifiedly indorsing 
Mr. Cleveland's administration, his silver 
policy, his bond policy, as well as everything 
else. Ihave no doubt that eight-tenths of 
the Missouri Democrats are opposed to the 
President's financial policy, and yet in view 
of the fact that the large corporations, mon- 
eyed men and institutions of the State favor 
that policy, using all the influence they can 
control, it is entirely possible that they may 
control the convention. Times are hard and 
the average man will not care to incur the 
expense of attending the convention. 

Gentlemen with a secret purpose to com- 
mit the party in this State to the Eastern 
money policy will endeavor to slip in as dele- 
gates, and all such will have free transporta- 
tion to the convention. You may rest as- 
sured this smart scheme is on foot. If it

- Complaints about the plant were frst re- 
ceived by the Department of Agricalture 
Guring the fall of 1891, and during the dry 
season of 18938 the weed reached unusual de- 
velopment and the farmers became thor- 
oughly alarmed at the situation. A single 
Plant of average size of two to three feet in 
diameter and weighing two to four pounds 
when dry bears about 20,000 to 30,000 seeds. 
Piants have been found six feet in diameter 
and estimated to bear 200,000 seeds. 

At this time all the counties of South Dako- 
ta east of the Missouri River and twenty 
counties of North Dakota are infested with 
the weed and the plants have crossed to the 
west side of the Missouri Riverin at least 
four places in those States. Two counties in 
Western Minnesota, three in Northwestern 
Iowa and four in Northeastern Nebraska are 
thoroughly impregnated with the weed. 

Altogether, this makes one almost continu- 
ous area of about 40,000 square miles which 
has become more or less covered with the 
Russian thistle in thecomparatively brief 
period oftwenty years. There are besides 
many isolated localities along the raliroads 
as far east as Madison, Wis., west to Den.

WELLMAN POLAR EXPEDITION. 
A Talk With the Leader on His Plans 
and Objects. 

New Yorn, March i4,—The White star 
steamship scheduled to sail from this port 
to-day will carry on board four gentlemen 
from Washington who are the organizers of 
„The Wellman North Polar Expedition. 
They are: Leader, Walter Wellman, the well- 
Known newspaper correspondent; astro- 
nomical observer, Prof. Owen B. French of 
the United states Coast and Geodetic Survey; 
medical officer, Dr. Thomas B. Mohun o 
Washington; artist and photographer, 
Charles C. Dodge of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion pon Repair Divigion of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

After leaving Norway, Mr. Wellman 
said, we will proceed directly to the north- 
western corner of Mt pers oot in latitude 80 
deg.. where we will establish our head- 


quarters. On departing from Spitsbergen 
we wid leave supplies sufficient for the sub- 
sistence of our whole party during the entire 
following winter. 

As nearly as Jean now reckon, about the 
15th of May our steamer will take us to the 
southern edge of the ice bank of the frozen 
sea. Wherever this shall be we will dis- 
embark with fourteen men, three boats and 
ve aluminum sledges, making a total 
weight, exclusive of ourselyes and animals, 
of 5,500 pounds. 

ine march will then begin toward the 
north. The party will then proceed for 
twenty or twenty-five days together and then 
divide. One half, which will be called the

A New Use Discovered for It in Connec- 
tion With Cattle. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 14.—Prof. Otto 
Lugger, in charge of the Minnesota experi- 
mental station at Anthony Park, has dis- 
covered What is likely to prove a valuable 
test for tuberculosis in cattle.

CALIFORNIA BRANDIES AND 


Find ine Extensive Markets in Germany 
and Other Foreign Countries. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 14.—The Ger- 
man bark J. C. Pfluger left here last night 
with the largest shipment cf brandy ever 
made from any port in the United States. 
Tne shipment consisted of 168,454 gallons Cal- 
ifornia brandy in barrels at au estimated 
wholesale value of $91,997. It is expected 


that the retall price will be about three times 
that amount. 

There was also included in the cargo 
twenty-five barrels of selected riesiing and 
200 barrels of red wine. As the riesling is in- 
tended to compete with the hocks and other 
white wines produced by the vineyards flank- 
ing the Rhine, there is a great deal of eom- 
ment among wine men here as well as discuss 
sion and speculation. There are also 1,050 
barrels of port wine in the cargo to compete 
with the ports cf Spain and Portugal. 

The brandy exportation marks the rapid 
growth of an established foreign (especially 
German) market forthe California product. 
The wine shipments mark an entry into an 
important foreign market. It is worthy of 
special mention that 400 barrels of the brandy 
go to the German army for use in the hos- 
pital service, the German army having used 
California brandy almost exclusively for two 
years. In striking contrast is the practice of 
the United States Army Hospital Service, 
which finds California brandy not good 
enough and patronizes France.

CuicaGco, III., March 14.—The local mana- 
ger of the main Chicago telephone ex- 
change, who, a year ago, promulgated an 
edict that all the girls employed in the Chi- 
cago exchanges should uniformly dress in 
black, has just issued another remarkable 
ukase which reads something like this: 

**Hereafter the girls employed in the main 
office shall wear their skirts so that they 
wiliclear the floor by three inches. 

Theie have been many impromptu indigna- 
tion meetings held by the girls in the cloak- 
rooms since reading the order, but no pro- 
tests have been offered. 

It will be of no use, said one of the 
girls. ‘‘The times are hard, and we can 
better afford to cut off our skirts than tocut 
off our wages. 

Manager Tetu explains that this new move 
is to prevent the raisingof dust in the office, 
which settles upon and impairs the working 
of the instruments. The girls walk briskly 
about, he added; their skirts sweep along 
the floor and stir up the dust. This :iodges in 
the instruments and causes trouble. Our 
patrons are annoyed and delayed. We have 
to think of our patrons, you know, as well as 
of our employes.
